Washington, July 15.—-When the rec 


and yellow of Spain over Santiago 
gave place to the red, white and blue 
of the United Statues the first chaptei 
of the land campaign against the Dons 
was closed. 


Next will follow the transportation 


of the Spanish troops back to theii 
native land and the capture of the 
island of Porto Rico, unless peace 
soon intervenes. 


The siege of Santiago had lasted two 


weeks and was remarkable in many 
respects, and in none more than the 
heavy percentage 
of 
loss 
through 


death, wounds or sickness of the sol- 
diers and sailors engaged 
on both 


sides. 


Looking back over the record of 


these two weeks it is seen that a great 
Ironclad squadron has been destroyed, 
that nearly 1,000 Spanish sailors have 
been drowned or killed by shell and 
name, and that an untold number of 
Spanish 
soldiers 
have died in the 


trenches of Santiago. 


On the other hand, about 250 Amer- 


ican soldiers have heen killed, and, in 
round numbers, 2,000 more have been 
sent to the hospitals from wounds, fe- 
vers and other ailments. 


"Xext la Porto Rico,"

news of Santiago's formal surrender; 
"and then, if need he, Havana."

July 15.—About dusk Thursday night 
a French gunboat of about 2,000 tons 
displacement attempted to come into 
the harbor without permission and met 
with a surprise party.

shot as the gunboat came into the 
entrance to the harbor, but no atten- 
tion was paid to this and a second 
shot from a six-pounder was sent 
across her bows.

of equalization as well as upon my- 
self, requires a few lines of explana- 
tion so that the writer of said article 
may become acquainted as to the 
facts of the case.

I didn't know, in fact, that 
anybody outside of said board was 
ever informed as to its doings when 
in executive session. If true, as the 
writer states, that the vote in favor 
of an increase of about $1,300 on our 
ice plant was a tie until the auditor 
cast the deciding vote in favor of ,an 
increase, it is a way auditors have. 
That tie, however is the best proof 
that one-half of the board intended 
to be consistent and stick to its 
former decision of last year. 
35ow as 


to facts: 
When we erected in 1890 


our first lifteen ton ice plant, the 
same was put upon the tax duplicate 
for I believe over S8,000. The ma- 
chinery in course of time wore out 
more o"r less. 
The demand for artifi- 


cial ice increased, so that we were 
compelled to enlarge our capacity, 
and, taking the depreciation of first 
machine, which was not new when 
purchased and had been worked nearly 
eight years, in consideration 
and 


averaging its value with a new ma- 
chine, the board last year appraised 
the value of the entire ice plant at 
310,700, and not 84,000, as the writer 
of the article mentioned would make 
people believe. To that amount the1 
board, by a majority of one vote, de- 
cided to add SI,300 this year, making 
the total valuation §12,000, or three 
times as much as a fifteen ton ice 
plant lately erected here, which is 
valued at $4,000. Why the 
board, 


under the great depression ot business 
existing all over our city, and par- 
ticularly so in the First ward, should 
decide on an increase of taxation on 
realty in that ward, is not for me to 
answer, etc., etc.
